Cents for Tobacco. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25,—Farm- 
ers who comply with the new crop 
control program this year will re- 
ceive a Government subsidy of 2.4 
cents a pound on cotton and 12 
cents a bushel on wheat, Agricul- 
ture Department officials decided 
tentatively today. 

Payments for tobacco may be 
half a cent to one and a half cents 
a pound, and for rice 125 cents 
a pound. 

The subsidies would be paid from 
the $500,000,000 fund for benefits to 
farmers diverting land from soil 
depleting to soil-building crops. 

The tentative rate for potatoes 
has been set at 3 cents a bushel, 
and peanuts 2 cent a pound. No 
rate has been fixed yet for corn. 

The farm program inaugurates a 
new method of making. payments 
to co-operating growers. Last year 
they were paid on the basis of the 
amount of land they diverted from 


the major soil-depleting crops. 

Cotton growers, for example, re- 
ceived 5 cents a pound on the nor- 
mal production of each acre of 
land taken from cotton, up to 35 
per cent of their base acreage. 

This year growers will be paid 
the subsidy rate on all crops pro- 
duced on acreages allotted them for 
each major crop. | 

Cotton growers who knowingly 
plant in excess of their acreage al- 
lotment will be denied subsidies, 
providing marketing quotas are in- 
voked. Othe , 5 cents a pound 
would be deducted for their surplus 
production. 

Growers of other crops will be 
penalized through deductions if 
they plant in excess. For instance, 
the program would penalize wheat 
growers 96/cents a bushel, rice 
growers a cent a pound, tobacco 
growers fom 5 to 15 cents a 
pound and potato growers 30 cents 
a bushel for that portion of their 
crop produced on land in excess 
of acreage allotments.

18 MORE AT KANSAS CITY 
INDICTED FOR VOTE FRAUD 


George Ryan, First Republican 
Precinct Captain to Be Ac- 
cused in Inquiry.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 25.— 
Indictments resulting from Kansas 
City’s 1936 election scandals were 


increased to 19 Stoday by a Fed- 
eral grand jury which accused 18 
more persons. 

The new list included the first 
indictment brought against a Re- 
publican precinct captain, George 
O’Neil. Previously Republican elec- 
tion workers had been indicted but 
the precinct captains named all 
were Democrats. 


The new indictments included one 
against Mrs. Frances Ryan, leader 
o fthe Twelfth Ward for the Pen- 
dergast faction of the Democratic 
organization. Mrs. Ryan previous- 
ly had been indicted on a similar 
charge as a result of investigation 
of another precinct in the same 
ward. 

Indicted with O’Neil were all the 
Republican election workers in his 
precinct. All the charges are vote 
fraud conspiracy. 

Fifty persons have been con- 
victed to date in the vote fraud 
trials. Six obtained reversals and 
the right to be retried.

Him to Death With 
Spindle in Office at 
Hoboken, N. J.

HOBOKEN, N. J., Feb. 25.—Har- 
ry L. Barck, in charge of relief ad- 
ministration in Hoboken, was 
stabbed to death today .in his of- 
fice, police said, by a relief client. 

Police held a man they identi- 
fied as. Joseph Scutellaro, 36 years 
old, an unemployed carpenter and 
mason, on a charge of atrocious as- 
sault and battery. 

Barck, 74, was stabbed in the 
chest. 

Mrs. Eleanor Haftmann of the of- 


fice staff said when Barck reached 


his office today 20 relief clients 
were waiting in the outer office to 
be interviewed, 

Scutellaro was the third in line 
and while he was in Barck’s office, 
Mrs. Hartmann told the police, she 
heard raised voices and then heard 
Barck scream. When she ran into 
the office and found Barck in a 
corner behind his desk, holding his 
chest. He died before an ambu- 
lance arrived. 

Scutellaro walked past her, but 
was arrested by a policeman on 
duty outside the door. 

Nearby Barck’s desk police said 
they found a sharp-pointed spindle. 
Police reported Scutellaro said he 
caught up the spindle from the 
desk and plunged it into Barck’s 
chest.

Hoffman of Michigan Says in 
House President Takes Advan- 
tage of His Office.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Repre- 
sentative Hoffman (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, criticised President Roosevelt 
in the House today for selling some 
of the transcripts of his semi-week- 
ly press conferences.

SON DRIVES HIM 
TO OFFENDER’S CAMP 


Summons ¢ Condemned 
Brawler From Cabin and 
Patriarch Kills Him With 
Shotgun Blast. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 25.—A Semi- 
nole Indian tribe apparently in- 
voked their own law in the Ever- 
glades yesterday and executed a 
troublesome member, John Billy, 
who had been disciplined for many 
malefactions before, including the 
fatal stabbing of a fellow Indian 
in a drunken brawl several years 
ago. 

His executioner, authorities said, 
was John Osceola, one of the six 
chiefs of the Seminole nation. The 
operators of the Indian camp re- 
lated that the Seminoles had been 
holding tribal council on recent 
nights and Stuart K. Smith of the 
State Attorney’s office expressed 
the theory they had delegated the 
78-year-old chief to do the act. 

Investigators found Osceola, bare- 
footed and wearing the gaudy shirt 
and skirt of Seminole striping, sit- 
ting cross-legged in the midst of 
camp puffing a pipe and receiving 
the acclaim of his people. 

The Indians were close-mouthed, 


‘but from the stories Jones Jelks, 


a WN and others, 
and A. W. Fairbrother reconstruct- 
ed the killing in this manner: 

The gouty old chief, who uses 
crutches, had his son, Billy Osceola, 
lift him into a truck and drive 
him from his Musa Isle village to 
a nearby camp on the bank of 
the Miami River where John Billy 
had been living. There, they said, 
the younger Osceola summoned 
John Billy from his hut and the 
chief killed him with one blast 
of the shotgun. Billy had been 
shot at such close range his 
clothes were scorched. 

F. J. Scott, Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs, was summoned from 
the reservation at Dania, north of 
here, but he said that the local 
courts had jurisdiction over the 
case since the shooting “id not oc- 
cur on reservation territory. 

With a grandson, Henry Cypress, 
for interpreter, the chief was tak- 
en to police headquarters and then 
released by Circuit Judge Worth 
W. Trammel in custody of Attorney 
O. B. White pending an inquest. 


TWENTY LASHES, SIX MONTHS 
FOR BEATING HIS WIFE 


Man Who Quarreled Over Cards 
Sent to Rarely-Used Whip- 
ping Post in Baltimore.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 25. — Clyde 
Miller, 37 years old, a printer, who 
pleaded guilty of beating his wife 
in a quarrel over a card game, was 
sentenced today to 20 lashes at the 
whipping post, unused for years as 
a criminal punishment here, and to 
serve six months in the House of 
Correction.

Improved but His Con- 
dition Is Said to Be Still 
Critical. 


HOPE GIVEN UP 
LAST EVENING 


Later He Partly Regains 
Consciousness — Shows 
Signs of Recognizing 
Those at the Bedside. 


By the Associated Press. 

TUCSON, Ariz., Feb. 25. — Gen. 
John J. Pershing, whose condition 
became so serious last night phy- 
sicians predicted the end was near, 
continued to rally today and an of- 


ficial bulletin said his heart and 
blood pressure were improved, 

“Gen. Pershing’s rally continues,” 
said the 9:15 a. m. bulletin issued 
by Dr. Roland Davison. “He is now 
better than he has been since early 
yesterday afternoon.” The bulletin, 
however, contained the statement 
that “his condition must still be re- 
garded as critical.” 

At 1 p. m. Dr. Davison issued a 
bulletin saying Gen, Pershing had 
shown “some slight mental pertur- 
bation,” but expressing satisfaction 
“with the progress he has made.” 

Blood pressure and heart action 
still were quite satisfactory, Dr. 
Davison said, and there had been a 
slight rise in body temperature 
above normal. 

“We are still forced to give a 
very guarded prognosis,” the phy- 
sician continued, “but we are en- 
couraged.” : 

Heart Stimulants Given. 
Gen. Pershing, who lapsed into 


‘ at 9 o'clock last 


night, rallied under the administra- 
tion of heart stimulants and “partly 
regained consciousness.” 

His temperature was normal and 
he rested well during the early 
morning. He rallied enough at one 
time to show signs of recognizing 
those at his bedside. 

The General, 77 years old, who 
saw 42 years of active army service 
before retiring, had failed rapidly 
during the night. Dr. Davison, one 
of three physicians in attendance, 
said, “I doubt if he can last very 
long.” Occasionally a stethoscope 
was applied to the weakening heart. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to get him to drink water. In- 
travenous feeding was abandoned. 

President Roosevelt telegraphed 
encouragement to Gen. Pershing 
yesterday. The message was read 
to the general before he lapsed 
into unconsciousness. The tele- 
gram was not made public. 


Doctors Decide to Leave. 


The staff of physicians despaired 
of Gen. Pershing’s life early in the 
evening. Dr. Verne Mason, who was 
called from Los Angeles to consult 
with Dr. Davison and Lieutenant- 
Colonel S. U. Marietta of San An- 
tonio, Tex., made plane reservations 
to return home. Marietta left this 
morning. 

Dr. William Kerr, heart special- 
ist of the University of California 
Medica] School, San Francisco, who 
was called but missed a plane con- 
nection, was advised not to come, 
that his arrival would be too late. 

Miss May Pershing, his only sis- 
ter and devoted companion of re- 
cent years, spent much of the night 
sitting by the bed holding the Gen- 
eral’s hand. One of her old friends, 
Mrs. W. E. Hardy of Lincoln, Neb., 
and Mrs. William R. Mathews, wife 
of a Tucson publisher, spent the 
night at the hospital. 

Warren Pershing, an only son, 
paced the corridors and occasion- 
ally stepped into the room for a 
glimpse of his father. 

Sergt. C. C. Shaeffer, the Gen- 
eral’s orderly for 10 years, said, “I 
am soon going to lose the best 
friend in the world, I'll be saying 
good-by and going back to Wash- 
ington pretty quick now.” 


In Bed for 10 Days. 


Indisposed since Feb. 5 and con- 
fined to his bed for 10 days, the 
commander of the American ex- 
peditionary forces in the World 
War held his own until Monday, 
when he suffered a relapse. 

First reports were that he suf- 
fered only from rheumatism, but 
physicians admitted after his re- 
moval to a hospital that a heart 
complication was the cause of 
alarm. Even then they insisted he 
would recover. 

Wednesday the doctors decided 
he had suffered “acute damage” to 
heart muscles, but said a pro- 
longed rest in bed would bring re- 
covery. 

From that time on, however, 
each bulletin indicated Gen. Persh- 
ing was losing ground, slowly at 
first; then more idly.

Ossietsky ‘gave Wannow power of 
attorney in January, 1937, to, col 
lect the: prize of 100,000 marks at 
Oslo, Norway. After considerable 
technical difficulties, the transfer 
was made through the Reichsbank 
to Wannow. 

It is alleged that the attorney 
charged 20,000 marks commission 
for his services and spent much 
of the remainder for various pur- 
poses, leaving only 16,500 marks. 

The president of the court where 
Wannow was arraigned declared 
this prosecution disposed of “atro- 
city stories” published abroad at 
the time—that the Nazi Govern- 
ment was trying to confiscate the 
award. 

Ossietsky, a pacifist editor, was 
confined to a concentration camp 
as soon as Adolf Hitler attained 
power in 1933. He was released in 
1936 when it became known he was 
to receive the Nobel Prize. 

At that time he was suffering 
from what his friends said was in- 
curable tuberculosis and was too 
ill, Nazi sources said, to go to Oslo 
personally. to accept the prize. At 
last reports, he had been taken to 
a private sanitarium.

learned today. Helium would then 
be available in the Unitéd States at 
cost for medical and scientific pur- 


poses, Interior Department officials 
said today. 
Although the Federal Govern- 
ment had a monopoly on the pro- 
duction of helium except for the 
Girdler properties near Dexter, 
Kan., the sale of the gas to individ- 
uals was prohibited by the helium 


act of Sept. 1, 1937, until arrange- 


ments could be made for the pur- 
chase of the Girdler interests. At 
the time of the passage of the act, 
Girdler officials demanded $600,000 
for their properties. 

The act also provided, however, 
for the appointment of three ap- 
praisers of the Girdler properties, 
one to be selected by the Secretary: 
of the Interiof, one by the Girdler 
Corporation and the third by these 
two. Investigations and negotia- 
tions have been conducted for sev- 
eral months. ; 

Interior Department officials said 
today that, although the funds for 
paying the Girdler officials were 
not yet available, the sale of Gov- 
ernment helium from other sources 
could be started at once. : 

The Government is able to sup- 
ply helium for medicinal and sci- 
entific purposes at its Amarillo 
plant at approximately: $8 a 1000 
cubic feet. The Girdler Corpora- 
tion has been charging at the rate 
of $176 à 1000 cubic feet. Govern- 
ment officials predict that when the 
Amarillo plant is run at capacity, 
the cost can be brought down to $4 
a 1000 ‘cubic feet.

Central City Attacked by 
Artillery After Two

IEWELRY WINDOW 
ROBBERES SOLVED 


Six Arrested, $1500 in Goods 
Recovered— Actual Glass- 
Smasher Still Sought. 


The series of nine jewelry store 
window smashings since Dec. 7, in 
which a total of $4788 in jewelry 
was stolen, has been cleared up with 
the arrest of six persons, four of 
whom admit participation, and re- 
covery of about $1500 in stolen 
goods, police announced today. An- 
other man, said to have been the 
actual window-smasher, is being 


sought. 

Police got their first lead, Detec- 
tive Sergeant James Sanders told 
reporters, when three detectives, 
Joseph O’Brien, Robert Heckel and 
Thomas Shannon, learned that 
some of the stolen jeweiry with in 
an apartment in the 4000 block of 
Delmar boulevard.

The two men and woman arrest- 
ed in the Delmar boulevard apart- 
ment, who gave their names as Clif- 
ton Withers, Leo Donat and Miss 
Kay Morgan, were released last 
night on $1000 bond each, pending 
application for warrants charging 
receiving, possession and disposi- 
tion of stolen property. 

The youth held in the House of 
Detention for juvenile authorities, 
said he came here from a small 
Missouri town and met the win- 
dow-smasher in a rooming house 
on Westminster place, where both 
stayed. He said he agreed to help 
the older man, as he was hungry 
and had no job. 

Their custom, he said, was to 
drive by a jewelry store in early 
morning hours and wait until no 
one was around. Then the older 
man would throw a brick through 
the window or break the glass with 
a revolver butt. The boy said he 
received a total of about $100 from 
the other for his help, obtaining 
from $5 to $25 for each robbery. 

Police have recovered about $700 
in stolen articles from persons 
throughout the city, who were 
named, police said, by Withers, Do- 
nat and Miss Morgan as having in- 
nocently bought the goods.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal., Feb. 25. 
—An airplane bearing visitors to 
the William Randolph Hearst ranch 
crashed in flames in the fog near 
the estate’s airport yesterday, kill- 
ing Lord Terence Conyngham Plun- 
ket, Lady Plunket, and the pilot, 
T. J. Phillips. 

James Lawrence. son of Sir Wal- 
ter Lawrence of London, was in- 


jured seriously. The three victims 
were trapped in the flaming wreck- 
age, and died before rescuers could 
reach them. Lawrence, whose face 
was badly cut and his ankle broken, 
was thrown clear of the plane, but 
burning gasoline ignited his cloth- 
ing. An ambulance took him to 
San Luis Obispo. 

Coroner C. W. Palmer said the 
tragedy occurred when Phillips was 
trying to land on the fog-blanketed 
airport. 

Plane Circled and Crashed. 

“The plane arrived over the air- 
port about 4 p. m.,“ Palmer said. 
“The pilot circled around once and 
crashed in the fog when he tried 
to come down.” 

The plane, a Vultee, owned by 
Hearst’s San Francisco and Los 
Angeles newspapers, hit about a 
mile and a half south of the air- 
port. Investigators expressed doubt 
that the lives of the three could 
have been saved had the plane 
struck on the airport proper, 80 
quickly did the flames consume it. 
One wing struck the ground, throw- 
ing the plane into a ground loop. 

Lord and Lady Plunket, who ar- 
rived in Hollywood two weeks ago, 
left there with Lawrence and the 
pilot about 2 p. m. for San Simoen, 
the publisher’s large estate some 
250 miles north of Los Angeles. 

Corener Palmer said no date had 
been set for an inquest. 

Lord Plunket an Irish M. P. 

Lord Plunket was an Irish mem- 
ber of Parliament and his wife a 
lady-in-waiting for Queen Eliza- 
beth of England. 

Lord and Lady Plunket, close 
friends of the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor, and Lawrence arrived 
in New York several weeks ago 
and flew west, where they were the 
guests of Douglas Fairbanks Sr. 
at his Santa Monica home. 

Lord Plunket was born on July 
12, 1899, served in the British army 
in the World War and succeeded 
to his title in 1920. Two years later 
he and Dorothe Mabel Lewis Barna- 
to, daughter of Fanny Ward, Ameri- 
can actress, and the late Joseph 
Lewis, were married. Her Lady- 
ship was the widow of Capt. Jack 
Barnato, Royal Air Corps flyer, 
who was killed in a crash. Plun- 
ket’s son, Terence William Span 
Plunket, 14, will succeed to the 
title. 

Pilot Phillips left the Monrovia 
(Cal.) Police Department two years 
ago to became a pilot for Hearst. 
He leaves a widow and a 9-year- 
old daughter.

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Tom . Smith Tells What Is Being Done to 
Meet St. Louis Needs Does Not Con- 
tend Funds Are Adequate. 


A detailed exposition of the State 
Social Security Commission's pro- 


in St. Louis was given to the 
Post-Dispatch today by Tom , K. 
Smith, chairman of the commis- 
sion’s St. Louis advisory board. 

His statement was not offered as 
a reply to recent criticisms by the 
Social Planning Council and other 
organizations that relief grants are 
inadequate, but in some respects it 
disputed the merit of complaints. 
In others it accepted them as based 
on fact. 

Smith did not contend that the 
present relief fund is adequate to 
meet the need, nor would he ex- 
press an opinion as to how much 
more was needed, or whether it 
should be provided by the city or 
State. At present, the only avail- 
able relief money comes from the 
Social Security Commission which, 
for February, allotted $165,500 .to 
St. Louis. 

Special Diets Provided. 

The commission, Smith said, has 
undertaken to meet the food, fuel 
and clothing needs of those on re- 


lief. As an outgrowth of recent 
conferences he has held with heads 
of private charitable agencies, to 
determine what needs were not be- 
ing met, the commission recently 
resumed provision for special diets 
for the sick on relief rolls, and pay- 
ment of their street car fare to 
clinics. * 

Needs which the commission has 

not undertaken to meet, Smith said, 
are the payment of rents and the 
provision of household equipment 
such as stoves, cooking utensils and 
furniture. 
The lack of special diets for the 
sick, and of payment for transpor- 
tation to clinics were two of the 
specific complains raised in recent 
criticisms of relief policies. Smith 
said it had been the intention of 
the commission to meet these needs, 
and that they had been met since 
attention was directed to them. 


Deficiencies in Clothing. 
Clothing needs have not been 
fully met, Smith agreed, until very 
recently. In telling of these defi- 
ciencies he emphasized that the

ISSUE AT FORD HEARING 


Three Witnesses Show They 
Attended, Company Contends 
Session Was Packed. 


Circumstances under which a C I 
O union local voted a strike at the 
Ford Motor Co.'s St. Louis assembly 
plant last Nov. 7 continued to be 
an issue at a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board hearing today. 

The plant, closed since Feb. 17 
because of the business slump, was 
to have reopened Monday, but the 
management announced today the 
shutdown would be extended until 
the following Monday, March 7. 

Although counsel for the compa- 


ny contend that the meeting was 
“packed” with General Motors em- 
‘ployes and that only a handful of 
Ford workers attended, Trial Ex- 
aminer Tilford E. Dudley contin- 
ued to enforce his ruling that the 
subject was immaterial to any is- 
sue in the case. Union witnesses 
testified early in the hearing that 
only 16 of the more than 600 men 
voting were against the strike. 
Three of the 12 witnesses ques- 
tioned by Ford counsel yesterday 
were shown, through offers of 
proof, to have attended the meet- 
ing. One of the witnesses voted 
for the strike and the other two 
against, counsel declared. 
Questions on Two Meetings. 
Dudley, in replying to numerous 
objections to the ruling, has de- 
clared that a tsrike could be called 
by as few as two employes. How- 
ever, he has permitted the company 
to question witnesses in an attempt 
to show that two strike vote” meet- 
ings were called in October, but 
that no vote was taken because ‘too 
many” Ford employes were present. 
The com has charged that most 
employes were not informed of hte 
Nov. 7 meeting. 3 
Other offers of proof were made 
when Dudley held that testimony 
acts of violence and 
threats to Ford workers was imma- 
terial except when covered by the 
company’s pleadings. Such testi- 
mony will be received, Dudley said, 
only when witnesses are able to 
identify one or more of the 39 men 
the company says it will never rein- 
state because of wrongful acts.

G10 MAN SWIFT FIRED 
QUOTES BOSS’ WARNING 


Testifies He Was Told He 
Would Be Laid Off. Unless 
He Joined ‘Inside’ Union. 


Testimony that a C I O union em- 
ploye at Swift & Co.’s packing 
plant, in National Stockyards, was 
warned by his foreman that he 
would be laid off if he failed to 
join the plant “inside” union, was 
given at the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board hearing at East St. 
Louis today on charges that the 
company discriminated against the 
C I O union in favor of the inside 


group. 

Alec Warchol, a cutter, testified 
his foreman told him on one occa- 
sion, after repeated hints that he 
drop the C I O: “If you don’t sign 
up with the Employes’ Protective 
Association by 1 o'clock, I'll have 
to lay you off—that’s the company’s 
policy.” 

The witness said he persisted in 
refusing to join and that later a 
superintendent told him he would 
be fired at the first opportunity. 
On Aug. 6, he continued, he was 
fired, for “slowing down the work.” 
He has not been rehired since, he 
said. ; 

At yesterday's session it was tes- 
tified that a woman representative 
of the E P A, which the Labor 
Board charges is company-fostered, 
went through the pork-trimming 
department every day for three 
weeks, soliciting memberships. 

The witness, Mrs. Antonia 
Czaicka, a pork trimmer and mem- 
ber of the United Packing House 
Industrial Workers’ Union, testi- 
fied she refused to join the associ- 
ation and instead wore her CI O 
button when at work. The woman 
representative, Delia Foley, then 
warned her, “You'll be sorry; you'll 
go out of here and not come back,” 
the witness said. That night Mrs. 
Czaicka was laid off, she testified. 

Three weeks after the layoff, 
which occurred July 2, three of the 
eight women employes laid off were 
rehired, but Mrs, Czaicka, who had

VOTED BY ADEREN 


Measure, Effective When 
Signed, Directed Against 
Out-of-Town Drivers. 


The Board of Aldermen passed 
today a bill which will permit po- 
lice to padlock automobiles parked 
illegally, The measure carries an 
emergency clause, and will become 
effective when signed by Mayor 
Dickmann, who is expected to ap- 
prove the bill Monday. 

The bill had been approved yes- 
terday by the Aldermanic Traffic 
Committee and was voted upon to- 
day after rules had been suspend- 
ed. \The new ordinance is directed 


against out-of-town drivers, who 
may be inclined to ignore police 
sticker notices authorized under a 
new ordinance. 

A driver finding his car locked 
would be forced to go to police to 
have it unlocked, and would be 
subject to a small fine. The bill 
also would authorize police to tow 
away parked automobiles constitut- 
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to check the no parking and load- 
ing zones to determine whether they 
were legally established and neces- 
sary. Committee members believe 
it may be possible to abolish some 
of the zones to provide more park- 
ing space downtown. 

A bill to prohibit the sale of 
fireworks in the city was intro- 
duced today by Alderman William 
J. Warnick of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward. It would permit the sale of 
fireworks only to organized groups 
which had obtained permits to hold 
displays at special gatherings, and 
would allow dealers to engage in 
a wholesale trade in fireworks with 
purchasers outside the city. 

Warnick was the sponsor of a 
similar bill, which was passed by 
the board last year but was vetoed 
by Mayor Dickmann because of le- 
gal defects. The Alderman said the 
defects had been corrected in the

Denial of Writ at Jefferson 
City Restores Order Against 
His Operations. 


Justice of the Peace George R. 
Hart, operator of a St. Louis Coun- 
ty “marriage mill,” failed today in 
his effort to interfere with the coun- 
ty’s suit to stop his wedding busi- 
ness. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri, 


‘at Jefferson City, denied his appli- 


cation for a writ of prohibition to 
restrain Circuit Judge John J. 
Wolfe from proceeding with an in- 
junction suit filed Feb. 15 by Prose- 
cuting Attorney M. Ralph Walsh. 

This action by the Supreme Court 
left Judge Wolfe free to proceed. A 
temporary restraining order had 
been issued by Judge Wolfe, prohib- 
iting Hart or his agents from per- 
forming marriages in the county or 
having them performed. 

Later in the morning Hart filed 
at Clayton ap application for a 
change of venue from Judge 
Wolfe’s court, alleging prejudice on 
the part of the Court. No date 
for hearing on the application was 
set by Judge Wolfe immediately. 

Hart’s attorney, William J. Beck- 
er, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the denial of the writ made the 
restraining order effective again 
and that, therefore, Hart could not 
perform marriages for the time 
being. 

No opinion was filed by the Su- 
preme Court and no vote was re- 
corded. 

A temporary stop order was ob- 
tained by Hart from the Supreme 
Court Feb. 15, which kept Judge 
Wolfe from holding a hearing set 
for last Monday. 

Walsh alleged that Hart’s activi- 
ties at his establishment at St. 
Charles and Natural Bridge roads 
were a public nuisance, bringing 
the county into disrepute. Hart has 
operated as a Justice of the Peace 
since last summer and also, for 
the last month, as a minister of the 
“Holiness” or “Union” Church. The 
Prosecutor’s suit would apply to 
weddings performed by Hart in 
either capacity.

The seven judges were unani- 
mous in the view that Bode was eli- 
gible under the law to hold the of- 
fice, but they divided four to three 
in giving two opinions. 

Bode was appointed last October 
by the new State Conservation 
Commission. At the time he was 
chief conservationist of the United 
States Bureau of Biological Survey 
at Washington, and before taking 
that position had been head of the 
Game and Fish Department of 
‘Iowa. He is 46 years old. 

Democratic politicians were dis- 
pleased that the commission «had 
gone outside the State to get a 
man for the $6000-a-year job. The 
appointment was first challenged 
by Attorney James T. Blair Jr., ac- 
tive in Democratic politics at Jef- 
ferson City, formerly a State Rep- 
resentative, who filed suit in the 
Cole County Circuit Court to en- 
join payment of Bode’s salary and 
expenses. McKittrick then filed 
the ouster suit. 

McKittrick’s Allegations. 

McKittrick alleged the appoint- 
ment violated section 10 of article 
8 of the State Constitution which 
provides that no person shall be 
elected or appointed to any civil or 
military office of the State unless 
he shall have been a resident of 
Missouri for one year preceding 
the election or appointment. 

The Commission contended this 
was not applicable to Bode because 
the Constitutional amendment 
adopted at the general election in 
1936 creating the Commission and 
the position of Director of Con- 
servation gave the Commission pow- 
er to determine the qualifications 
of the office. 

The court’s majority opinion, 
written by Judge Ernest S. Gantt, 
adopted this view, saying the provi- 
sion of the amendment as to qual- 
ifications superseded the general 
constitutional provision. This opin- 
ion, holding that the position was 
a public office in the meaning of 
the Constitution, was concurred in 
by Judges William F. Frank, 
Charles T. Hays and James N. 
Douglas. 

In a separate opinion Judge 
George R. Ellison held that the po- 
sition was not a “public office” in 
the meaning of the Constitution, 
and that for this reason the con- 
mission was free to select the ap- 
pointee without regard to the con- 
stitutional provision. Concurring 
were Judges Ernest M. Tipton and 
C. A. Leedy Jr. 

Intent of Amendment. 

The constitutional amendment 
was designed to make the Conser- 
vation Commission entirely free 
from political influences, and for 
this reason was opposed by many 
Democratic office holders and poli- 
ticians. 

The commission, of which E. 
Sydney Stephens is chairman, was 
advised by Gov. Stark to go out- 
side the State if necessary to find 
a properly qualified director to car- 
ry out the provisions of the consti- 
tutional amendment for protection 
of fish, game and other wildlife 
resources. Bode assumed the of- 
fice last Nov. 15.

MERGER, LIQUIDATION 


Belleville Depository Cashier 
Wuller Robbed Must Make 
Decision Tomorrow.

Whether the Belleville Bank & 


Trust Co., closed by Cashier George 
E. Wuller’s theft of $209,500, is to 
de merged with another bank or 
liquidated in receivership must be 
it was 
learned today from persons who 
have participated in negotiations 
for a merger. 

The merger proposal, offered to 
each of the other four banks in 
Belleville, contemplated a contin- 
gent fund of $200,000 to protect a 
bank which might assume the 
closed bank’s assets and liabilities, 
from any loss. Half of this fund 
would be provided by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, and 
— the directors of the closed 


If the merger cannot be effected, 
liquidation in receivership would be 
the alternative, In that event stock- 
holders of the closed bank would be 
liable for an assessment equal to 
the par value of their stock hold- 
ings, which total $150,000. This 
double liability provision is a fea- 
ture of the Illinois banking laws. 

Loss and Possible Recovery. 

The gross impairment in the 
bank’s total resources is $339,500, 
represented by Wuller's theft of 
$209,500, and a shrinkage of $130,- 
000 in the market value of bonds 
held as assets of the bank. Offset- 
ting this will be whatever may be 
recovered on Wuller’s bond, and 
whatever he may be able to offer 
in restitution. He has agreed to 
make restitution, so far as he can. 

The bank’s sufplus and undivid- 
ed profit accounts, placed at $73,332 
in its Dec. 31 statement, would be 
a further offset against the gross 
impairment to reduce whatever 
claim may be made against stock- 
holders, either through the con- 
tingent fund in the merger pro- 
posal or through assessments on 
the double liability of their stock. 

Bond Increased $75,000. 

When the bank closed, Jan. 27, 
it had in force a $100,000 blanket 
bond as protection against embez- 
zlement. Prior to Dec, 8 the amount 
of the bond was only $25,000. A 
question which remains to be de- 
termined is what part of the total 
theft took place after Dec. 8 and 
under the provisions of the larger 
bond in force since that date. The 
best available* estimate is that the 
recovery under the bonds may be 
betwen $50,000 and $60,000. 

About 3000 depositors who had 
$2,800,000 in the bank are protect- 
ed to the extent of $5000 each by 
Federal insurance of their ac- 
counts. Depositors whose claims 
are $5000 or less will lose nothing, 
whether the bank is merged or 
liquidated. Nearly all deposits are 
fully protected. 

Wuller is under $25,000 bond on 
a State charge of embezzlement, 
but the Federal grand jury which 
meets next month at Danville will 
investigate his shortage.

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ROOSEVELT PREFERS 
WARSHIPS Ib PLANES 


Says at Press Conference Anti- 
dote Is Generally Found 
for New Inventions. 


By the Associated Press. 


dent Roosevelt said today in a 
discussion of the relative merits of 
airplanes and battleships that al- 
ways in the past when any new 
weapon of warfare was invented an 
antidote had been discovered for it. 

Roosevelt had been asked at his 
press conference what he thought 
of talk in some quarters that the 
increasing effectiveness of aircraft 
had greatly limited the usefulness 
of great warships. 

He said that in the whole history 
of warfare new weapons had usual- 
ly been hailed as changing the 
whole course of offense and defense 


but that no single weapon had long 
remained supreme. 
He Gives Some Examples. 

In this connection he mentioned 
the Monitor famous Civil War 
fighting ship, the development of 
torpedo boats late in the last cen- 
tury, and the development of sub- 
marines. For each of these, he 
said, some adequate defensive weap- 
on was evolved. 

In the case of the airplane, he 
said, defensive weapons were the 
anti-aircraft gun and the defense 


airplane. 

Asked whether he thought battle- 
ships had increased or decreased 
in efficiency, the President replied 
that they had both increased and 
decreased since the World War. 

Another correspondent inquired 
whether the chief executive had 
seen reports on rumored secret 
army and navy tests of armaments, 
specifically with regard to water 
and aircraft and whether he was 
in accord with the findings. 

Roosevelt said he had been see- 
ing such tests since 1913, and that 
with regard to the argument over 
the relative efficiency of air and 
water craft his recent recommenda- 
tions to Congress were the best 
answer. 

In his special message on defense 
he recommended an $800,000,000 
warship construction program. 

Department of Defense. 

The chief executive indicated he 

thought little of suggestions for a 
single department of defense. He 
said the present system was work- 
ing very well. 
The suggestion for a single de- 
partment, he recalled, goes back to 
pre-World War days and he added 
that during the war the present 
system worked quite effectively. 

Another inquirer asked whether 
the President had noted any evi- 
dence of friction between the army 
and navy. The questioner’ ex- 
plained there were reports at the 
Capitol that the navy found it easi- 
er to get appropriations than the 
army. Roosevelt, chuckling at this 
remark, said the services were 
working together better today than 
at any previous time. 


Job Survey System Effective. 

The President indicated that the 
system used in making the unem- 
ployment survey last Novemberr 
had proved so effective it might be 
used again when unemployment 
statistics were needed. 

The chief executive said that the 
figures produced as a result of the 
November study, statistics on which 
are now being released, would be 
useful in evolving the general pro- 
gram of government. 

He said there was. for instance, 
the youth movement whose advo- 
cates insist that the great need for 
aid is for young people under 25 
years old. 

Another pressure group, he said, 
wants the emphasis put on aid to 
people over 45. 

Roosevelt, recalling that the un- 
employment census would show 
into what age category most of the 
jobless fall, said this study gave 
the Government facts to go on. 

State Figures Soon. 

It was his understanding, he said, 
that Census Administrator John D. 
Biggers would be releasing state 
unemployment figures daily for the 
next month. 

In connection with these statis- 
tics, he said, he talked recently 
with Isador Lubin, Commissioner 
of Labor Statistics, who said he 
knew of no instance where results 
of so vast a tabulation had been 
available so soon, or at such low 
cost. 

The chief executive observed that 
the census seemed well worth while 
and supplied a method of making 
quick checkups.

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STATES CONTEST RT 
= OF U.S TCOASTLAND| 


Oppose Bill to Give Govern- 
ment Titles to Submerged 
Oil Reserves. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Offi- 


cials of five states testified yes- 


terday passage of a pending bill to 
give the Government title to sub- 
merged coastal lands would be a 
violation of their sovereign rights. 
They attacked the measure after a 
Navy Department official told the 
House Judiciary Committee the 
bill would give the Government 
valuable oil reserves for national 
defense. 

The lands particularly mentioned 
were sections of the California 
coast. Representative Scott (Dem.), 
California, testified that former 
President Herbert Hoover was a 
principal stockholder of the Pacific 
Dock Co. of Long Beach, which 
holds land to which the Govern- 
ment is seeking title. 

Scott also told the committee 
that the Long Beach oil land situa- 
tion was the root of political tur- 
moil between the Republican and 
Democratic parties of the State. He 
declared that the Republican ad- 
ministration of the State had never 
shown any interest in securing the 
land for the people until the Gov- 
ernment had entered the picture as 
a claimant to the property. 

Gulf States Oppose Bill. 

Attorney-General Gaston Porterie 
of Louisiana, voicing the opposi- 
tion of the Gulf States to the bill, 
declared that areas acquired by the 
United States from France or Spain 
gained their sovereignty as they be- 
came states. 

“An attempt at this late date to 
change the agreement between the 
states and bring about evasion of 
well-established legal precedent 
will help to undermine that fealty 
and loyalty that the various states 


have for the agreement, known as 
the Federal Constitution,” he said. 

Naval oil reserves can readily 
be acquired by purchase from pri- 
vate owners or_from the various 
states.” 

Referring to confusion as to who 
actually owned title to submerged 
lands for three miles from the 
shores of the nation, Porterie de- 
clared: 

“I don’t think there should be 
any serious doubt about the gen- 
eral recognition among all coun- 
tries as to who is the sovereign of 
those territories. If there is any 
doubt the states should declare 
sovereignty now, and make it 30 
miles, The old limit was set by 
the range of the cannon of that 
time.” 

Says Right Has Been Recognized, 

Assistant Attorney-General War- 
ren Gilman of New York said the 
Government had always recognized 
the rights of the state to the land 
off its shores. He pointed out that 
the War Department has always 
examined permits for construction 
in harbors only to determine if it 
hurt navigation, and in doing so 
recognized the right of the state

He declared that a company’s 
financial statements ought to pre- 
sent a “complete and accurate ex- 
position of the affairs of the com- 
pany and the results of its opera- 
tion for a reasonable period.” Some 
corporations, he charged, “have de- 
liberately withheld or misrepresent- 
ed facts that are essential to a 
sound investment judgment.” 

“Some companies,” Blough said,

18 COMPANIES APPEAL 
FROM TVA DECISION 


Charge That Three - Judge 
Court Did Not Give Them 
a Fair Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb, 25.— 


Eighteen privately owned utility 
companies, one ready to negotiate 
with the city of Knoxville for the 
sale of its properties, joined late 
yesterday in an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court to 
halt electric power activities of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

A three-member Federal court 
recently held at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
that the operations of the T V A 
were constitutional. 

The power companies filed a peti- 
tion in the United States District 
Court for an appeal, although with 
a 60-page assignment of errors. 

The citation of errors alleged the 
three-Judge court failed to give the 
complainants a “full and fair” trial 
and refused either to hold the T V 
A Act unconstitutional or to hold 
that the primary urpose of the 
T VA was generation of electrcity, 
rather than flood and navigation 
control. 

The appeal will be filed with the 
Supreme Court within 60 days. 

An agreement was announced yes- 
terday between the city of Knox- 
ville and-the Tennessee Public 
Service Co., one of the appellants, 
to negotiate the sale of its electric 
properties to the city. The com- 
pany is a subsidiary of Electric 
Bond & Share. 

Knoxville officials will meet Mon- 
day with representatives of the 
company to open negotiations that 
may result in the city’s purchase 
of electric properties in Knoxville 
and Knox County. 


O’MAHONEY MAKES RADIO TALK 
FOR FEDERAL LICENSING BILL 


Says Only Alternative to Suit Meas- 
ure Is Collectivist 
State. 
. NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Senator 
O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, said 
last night the only alternative to 
Federal regulation of large cor- 
porations was a collectivist nation. 

Advocating his bill to place such 
corporations under a Federat 
licensing system, O’Mahoney told 
a radio audience that unless it, or 
“something very like it,” were 
adopted economic and political 
freedom could not long endure. 

“I do not propose,” O' Mahoney 
added, to authorize any Govern- 
ment functionary to interfere in 
the management of any business, 
but, recognizing that a corporation 
cannot come into being until some 
Government gives it a charter pre- 
scribing its powers and duties, I 
assert that when it enters the field 
of national commerce, the National 
Government is entitled to have 
something to say about its powers 
and its corporate structure. 

“If a corporation engaged in in- 
terstate and foreign commerce ex- 


-pects the protection of the people's 


government, the Government is 
entitled to insist that one consid- 
eration for that protection, one con- 
sideration for the privilege of en- 
gaging in commerce, shall be that 
its officers and agents shall re- 
frain from exploiting the public, 
deceiving investors, oppressing em- 
ployes and restraining the trade 
and commerce of the people. These 
and only these are the require- 
ments of the measure proposed by 
Senator Borah and myself.”

HOUSE. COMMITTEE 
FOR WAR PROFITS BIL 


Measure Approved Would 
Draft Manpower and Indus- 
try, Limit Earnings. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. — The 
House Military Committee ap- 
proved a bill today to give the 
President authority to prevent prof- 
iteering in war time. 

The committee’s action broke a 
long committee deadlock over the 
legislation, which President Roose- 
velt recomimended in his national 
defense measure to Congress. 

The measure contains a provision 
for a universal draft of man power 
and industry in wartime. 

The chief executive would have 
power to put a ceiliing on prices. In 
addition the legislation provides for 


a “system of taxation which shall 
absorb all profits above a fair nor- 
mal return to be fixed by Con- 
gress.” 

The committee approved the leg- 
islation shortly after President 
Roosevelt told his press conference 
in a discussion of the relative mer- 
its of airplanes and battleships that 
always in the past when any new 
weapon of warfare was invented an 
antidote had been discovered for it. 

The Treasury Secretary would be 
required by the War Profits Bill to 
transmit to Congress on the open- 
ing day of its next session a rec- 
ommendation for a tax plan pro- 
vided by the measure. 

The bill provides that whenever 
Congress declares war the Presi- 
dent is authorized to proclaim it to 
be “unlawful to buy, sell, lease, or 
otherwise contract for any article, 
service, or right, or interest in 
property,” which he might enumer- 
ate, “at a higher rate, rent, price, 
commission, compensation or re- 
ward,” than was in effect on a date 
he would name. 

When, in time of war, the Presi- 
dent considered an immediate in- 
crease of the military establishment 
necessary, he would be authorized 
to draft men between the ages of 
21 and 31, subject to any exemp- 
tions or other conditions he might 
prescribe. 

The legislation would empower 
the President to provide Govern- 
ment control over material re- 
sources, industrial organizations, 
public services, and security, or 
commodity exchanges. 

He also could require the regis- 
tration of any or all individuals en- 
gaged in the management, or con- 
trol, of any industrial enterprise 
and could set up a licensing system 
for various types of business, 

Violation of the proposed law 
would be punishable by fines up to 
$100,000 fine or a year’s imprison- 
ment or both. 


BRITISH AIR FORCE SEEKS

ISBARMENT CASE 
REVIEW GRANTED 


Missouri Supreme Court 
Agrees to Rule on De- 
" cision Against Ouster of 
Macon Lawyer. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb, 25. — 
The Missouri Supreme Court con- 
sented today to review the widely- 
discussed decision of the Kansas 
City Court of Appeals in the Barney 
R. Williams disbarment case that 
an attorney was not subject to dis- 
barment for misconduct outside his 
professional capacity. 

Thus, in issuing a writ of cer- 
tiorari (review) on application of ‘ts 
State Bar Advisory Committee, the 
Court agreed to pass on a question 
considered by the committee of 
vital importance both to the bar 
and the public—whether an attor- 
ney is immune to discipline by the 
courts for acts of moral turpitude 
committed as a private citizen or 
public officer, unless his conduct re- 
sulted in conviction of a crime. 

The writ was made returnable to 
the court en banc within 30 days. 
Consequently, arguments likely will 
be heard at the May term, which 
begins early that month. 

The Bar Committee, headed by 
Boyle G. Clark of Columbia, con- 
tends that under the Supreme 
court’s decision disbarring Paul A. 
Richards in 1933 and under its rules 
regulating the bar it may disbar 
an attorney for any act which: it 
deems made him unfit to continue 
in practice, whether or not per- 
formed in his professional capacity. 

Bar Committee’s Contentions. 

Not only was the decision of the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals in 
conflict with decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, the committee con- 
tends, but it was unreasonable and 
a frustration of the inherent judi- 
cial power to regulate conduct of 
officers of the courts, that is, law- 
yers. The disbarment statute and 
the criminal code must give way to 
the Court rules, the committee con- 
tends. 

Williams, an attorney, formerly’ 
Sheriff and Probate Judge of Ma- 
con County, had been accused by 
the Bar Committee of numerous 
unethical acts “showing him to be 
so lacking in personal honesty and 
good moral character as to render 
aim unworthy of public office.” 

The disbarment petition was 
filed in the Kansas City Court of 
Appeals and heard before its spe- 
cial commissioner, John H. Taylor 
of Chillicothe, wao upheld all but 
one of the 16 charges pressed by 
the Bar Committee and recom- 
mended that Williams’ law license 
be revoked. 

However, the Court of Appeals 
overruled him, holding that Wil- 
liams should not be disbarred since 
the evidence did not establish that 
the acts complained of were done 
by him as a lawyer and none of 
them had resulted in his convic- 
tion of a crime involving moral 
turpitude. 

Charges Against Williams. 

Charges pressed against Williams, 
all concerning his conduct as a pub- 
lic official, ranged from an accu- 
sation that he borrowed $5000 il- 
legally from dn estate under his 
jurisdiction as Probate Judge to one 
that he accepted a “cut” of 25 cents 
for each hour of work done on a 
$30 paper-hanging job in the county 
jail when he was Sheriff. 

The opinion of the Kansas City 
Court, handed down Jan. 11, was 
written by Commissioner Floyd L. 
Sperry and concurred in by Judges 
Ewing C. Bland and Robert M. 
Reynolds. 

Statutorv grounds for disbarment 
are professional misconduct, con- 
viction of a crime involving moral 
turpitude and disbarment in an- 
other state. In an application to 
the Kansas City court for a re- 
hearing, which was denied, the Bar 
Committee said the effect of the 
decision was to place the bar again 
under control of legislative enact- 
ment,

ARPLANE HAS NOT 
ADMIRAL ASSERT 


A. B.. Cook, Aeronautics 
Bureau Head, Says Air- 
craft Have Added Greatly 


to Power of Fleet. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Rear 
Admiral Arthur B. Cook, Chief of 
the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, 
testifying before the House Naval 
Committee on the proposed expan- 
sion of the navy, said today the 
950 new planes contemplated under 
the program would add another 
$106,000,000 to the total cost. 

He said the projected enlarge- 
ment of the navy amply justified 
the provision of additional planes. 


Launching at once into the contro- 
verys over the vulnerability of bat- 
tleships to aerial attack, Cook 
said, “airplanes have not supplant- 
ed ships, but they have added tre- 
mendously to the power and ef- 
ficiency of the fleet as a whole.” 

The Admiral, an airplane pilot 
of 10 years’ experience told the 
committee, “the offense mission” 
of the navy’s air forces was not to 
attempt to sink enemy battleships 
but to “so severely injure them that 
the American fleet would have a 
marked superiority.” 
He said. a policy of attempting to 
sink battleships from the air would 
require “a terrific, uneconomical 
and very probably unsuccessful con- 
centration of forces on only a few 
battleships.” 

In response to questions by Rep-

United States would “lose its lead 
in aviation, if it has not already 
done so,” because foreign nations 
are spending much money in avi:- 
tion research.

New Rumanian Constitution 
Wins by 99 Per Cent Oral Vote 


Document Greatly Enlarges Power of King— 
Government Officers to Take Oath 
. Under It Sunday. 


By the Associated Press, 
BUCHAREST, Feb. 25.—Ruma- 


nian voters overwhelmingly ap- 
proved King Carol’s new Constitu- 
tion, drastically centering power in 
the crown, at an oral plebiscite 
yesterday. It was unofficially an- 
nounced 99.87 per cent of the voters 
approved the new Constitution, 4,- 
283,395 favoring and 4413 opposing. 
In Bucharest the unofficial. count 
was 216,865 in favor, 323 against. 

Members of workers’ groups and 
societies marched in a body to the 
polls, where, instead of writing their 
vote, they spoke an individual “yes” 
or “no” to an election official. This 
oral voting was decreed: 
for the plebiscite on the Constitu- 
tion. Henceforth the secret ballot 
will be used as under the 1923 
Constitution which Carol suspended 
after the fall of the anti-Jewish 
Government of Octavian Goga. 

The Supreme Court will certify 
the vote Saturday and the Govern- 
ment will take the oath under the 
new Constitution Sunday. 

Carols and Crown Prince Mihai 
appeared smiling on the palace 


balcony last night to view a torch- 
light parade celebration. 

The populace displayed keen en- 
thusiasm in voting for the Consti- 
tution Carol proposed three days 
‘ago to give himself increased power 
over a government organized along 
guild lines. 

The new Constitution of 100 
articles gives the King power to 
appoint half the Senate and veto 
power over all legislation. The 
Chamber of Deputies will be elected 
according to membership in ‘three 
guilds: Farmer-labor, commerce 
and industry, intellectual profes- 
sions. There was no mention of 
political parties in the Constitution 
but the guild method of election 
was expected to limit their influ- 
ence. ~ 

The Constitution guarantees mi- 
nority rights and freedom to ex- 
press opinion. The right to urge a 
change in the form of government, 
however, is expressly forbidden,

To equal the 
firing power of 15 battleships, the 
present number in the fleet, Cook 
said, would require 6750 airplanes. 

From the standpoint of cost, Cook 
said the 15 battleships would rep- 
resent an expenditure of something 
over $1,000,000,000 and would last 


26 years. The 6750 airplanes which 
he said must be replaced every 
eight years, would cost $7,678,125,- 
000.

A Defense of Mr. Chamberiain. 

To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 
OU and Miss Dorothy Thompson, in 
your issue of Feb. 28, criticised Mr. 
Chamberlain and the British Cabinet for 
deserting the League of Nations and 
abandoning democracy to dictatorship. 
Does not such criticism come with bad 
grace from those who for months have 
thundered against any suggestion of this 
other great democratic Power, the United 
States, lifting a finger or raising a voice 
to aid democracy abroad? Does it not 
occur to you that today, without the Unit- 
ed States, without Germany, Italy and 
Japan, the League of Nations IS only 
Britain and France, and that, with 
France in civil turmoil, the League’s pow- 
er ig only Britain’s power? Britain has 
fought a lone fight for democracy as long 
as she was able, but today she has an 
even greater struggle on her hands. 
How long will the world continue to 
ridicule Britain’s «“pompous weakness” 
and yet expect her to be powerful 
enough to fight all the world’s battles? 
Today the old expression, “yellow peril,” 
has greater meaning ‘than it ever had; 
the prestige of the white race in Asia 
is at stake. Today, the menace of total- 
itarian Japan means more to Britain and 
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gress the power to regulate or control the schools 
of the nation: this 18 a local function and one that 


has been zealously guarded from outside interfer- 
ence. ‘ ‘ 
Yet the Advisory Committee on Education, appoint- 
ed a year or more ago by the President, blithely 
comes forward with a proposal that the Federal Gov- 
ernment grant $855,000,000 to the states during the 
next six years to improve their schools, both private 
and parochial. 

The first question that comes to mind is the one 
made famous by Representative Rich of Pennsylvania, 
who has been asking his fellow-members of the House, 
when spending proposals arise: Where're you going 
to get the money?” 

The second question is: What becomes of local 
control of the schools if this measure passes? For 
Federal subsidies mean Federal regulation and pos- 
sible eventual control. Are the American people 
ready to. forego their supervision of school affairs, or 
to see that supervision curtailed, in exchange for 
handouts from Washington? 

For a long time, the committee’s proposal, in one 
form or another, has been kicking about Washing- 
ton. Last year, for example, Senator Harrison and 
ex-Senator Black, now Justice Black, introduced a 
pill to spend a billion dollars on the schools in the 
next five years. Their bill reached the stage of com- 
mittee approval and bore indorsement of several 
nationwide educational associations. 

The Advisory Committee’s premise, that the schools 
of the country are in need of improvement, may be a 
sound one. There are undoubtedly many places in 
the United States where schools are inadequate. But 
on what phase of government have the people been 
more generous? In Missouri, for instance, $1 of 
every $3 that finds its way into the State Treasury 
is distributed to the schools, plus large sums from 
local taxation. A similar situation. exists in many 
other states. One would say, off-hand, that if the 
Government is going to spend an additional $855,- 
000,000, there are places besides the schools where 
it could be spent to greater immediate advantage. 

Above and beyond the question of need, above and 
beyond the question of the ability of the Treasury 
to stand this added drain, is the graver one as to 
whether the march toward Federal empire is to be 
given this added impetus. 

They have standardized education in Germany and 
Italy. Do we want to court the danger of it here? 
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to the world than the menace to Europe 
of totalitarian Germany and Italy. 

A year ago, it was unthinkable that 
Japan should dominate the International 
Settlement of Shang Next year, if 
Britain were tied up with war in Europe, 
Hongkong might fall and, after that, who 
cannot see the end of the white man in 
India, in the Philippines, in the Dutch 
East Indies, perhaps even in Australia, 
in Eastern Russia and then Alaska? 

Therefore, if Britain is ever to do more 
in the Far East than write notes demand- 
ing the inevitable and meaningless apol- 
ogy, she must settle her differences with 
her white neighbors and reserve her 
strength for the greater struggle. That 
is good reason for patching up her quar- 
rel with Ireland at her back door and 
Germany and Italy across the street. 

No doubt, such a policy reveals selfish 
regard for her own interests—the canni- 
ness of Mr. Chambeflain rather than the 
knight-errantry of Mr. Eden—but is there 
any other country that dare cast a stone?

As guest of honor at a dinner in New York 
Wednesday night, Dr. Ernst W. Meyer disclosed that 
he had resigned last May as first secretary of the 
German embassy in Washington. In a statement 
marked by obvious sincerity, he explained why he 
could no longer keep silence. 

The news informs us that Dr. Meyer, a World War 
veteran, had been in the diplomatic service 16 years.

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 PRICE-FIXING. IN. COAL. 

In abolishing its schedule of minimum prices on 
soft coal, the National Bituminous Coal Commission 
did the only thing it could do under the circum- 
stances. While not all the 50,000 prices set last De- 
cember were in suspension, enough of the minimums 
had been set aside by Federal: courts in Chicago, 
Washington, New York and elsewhere to make it use- 
less to attempt to proceed without a thorough re- 
vision. . 

It is to this task that the commission now ad- 
dresses itself. Presumably, the price-fixers will take 
up the many complaints lodged against them and 
attempt to work out a second.set of minimums which 
will satisfy the objectors. ‘The best the commission 
can hope to achieve is a reduction in the number of 
complaints against its prices—a reduction sufficient 
to permit the law to operate on the basis of a con- 
tinual process of trial and error. 

The seven-member commission, which strangely 
contains no representative of the Illinois coal indus- 
try, although Illinois is one of the three leading coal- 
producing states, has not indicated whether it will 
hold public hearings on the new prices. If Chairman 
Hosford and his colleagues do not want to repeat 
their mistake, they will make every effort to obtain 
the benefit of the consumers’ point of view. For it 
was their failure to heed the plea of their consum- 
ers’ counsel, John Carson, one-time secretary to the 
late Senator Couzens, which made it almost certain 
from the beginning that the first minimums would 
not stand for long. 

Meanwhile, the commission ought to be on the steps 
of the Capitol at Washington asking Congress to take 
its personnel out of spoils politics. However near 
its minimum prices may come to pleasing everyone, 
the commission will be under a tremendous disad- 
vantage so long as it must mix patronage with its 
difficult business. 

Price-fixing by government starts with a tre- 
mendous handicap, economic as well as psychological. 
It can be argued with much persuasion that coal pre- 
sents a special case, and perhaps it does. But it is 
yet to be proved, even in this special case, that price- 
fixing can be operated without mulcting the con- 
sumer. The results to date have not been promising. 
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BEHIND THE CAMOUFLAGE. 

Stripped of all its camouflage and the protestations 
that Austria has preserved her independence, Chan- 
cellor Schuschnigg’s speech before the Austrian Par- 
liament reveals his country has become a fief of 
Nazidom. 

Without firing a shot or making a hostile gesture, 
Hitler has accomplished, in effect, the Anschluss 
which for years has been a major point in his foreign 
policy. It is a masterpiece of infiltration, agitation 
and, finally, negotiation. 

Just as we now have wars without declaration, 
Hitler has demonstrated how to annex a country, 
without formal transfer of sovereignty. 

If this were the end of the Nazi dream of conquest, 
it could be received complacently enough. There are 
many reasons—ethnical, geographical, commercial— 
which draw Germany and Austria together. 

But it is not the end. It is rather the beginning, 
the sinister prelude, to further incursions of Nazi- 
ism in Middle Europe. Next on the program, unless 
Britain and France find a way to stem Hitler, is 
Czechoslovakia. 
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THE WAR DEBT FANTASY. 

The immediate semi-official reaction to the Hun- 
garian Government's proposal to pay its debt to the 
United States in full but without interest indicates 
that official reasoning on the subject of the war 
debts has undergone but little change. Hungary bor- 
rowed $1,685,000 for the purchase of American wheat. 
If not a war debt, it was a war-caused debt, and it 
is feared that an acceptance of the present proposal 
would create a precedent that might be used for the 
scaling down of the other foreign debt settlements. 

The idea that these settlements will ever be carried 
out is so fantastic that not even the most credulous 
member of Congress can be suspected of having 
any serious belief in it. Yet collection of the debts 
on the arranged terms remains a national policy in 
the face of every admitted economic reality. 

It should be apparent by now that the collection in 
full of the outstanding war debts would involve a 
consumption of foreign goods by the United States 
to a degree that few Congressmen would thigk of, 
much less propose. That being so, the sensible course 
would be to take the largest payments we could reas- 
onably hope to get and end the matter. 

Whatever money we received would put us that 
much ahead. Moreover, a chronic source of inter- 
national irritation would have been removed. 

Unfortunately, the fiction of a collectible debt and 
a perversely malingering debtor seems politically 
more useful to our representatives than any possible 
result of a more practical policy. 
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THOSE PROPOSED NEW JUDGESHIPS. 

Congress should take its time with the bill to cre- 
ate 27 new Federal judgeships. If it is demonstrated 
that certain District Judges are behind in their work 
to such an extent that new Judges are the only solu- 
tion, then the creation of the new posts is not only 
desirable but urgent. On the other hand, the crea- 
tion of new judgeships for political reasons is down- 
right vicious and should be guarded against with all 
vigilance, 

We do not presume to say that the latter situation 
exists in any district for which a new judgeship is 
proposed, but a warning signal, at least, has been 
run up in Kansas. The bill now before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee calls for a second Judge in the 
Kansas district. According to Federal Judge Rich- 
ard J. Hopkins of Topeka, there is “no reason in the 
world” for an additional Judge. This is essentially 
the testimony of Senator Capper, who told the com- 
mittee that a second Judge was unwanted and un- 
necessary.” 

Let us have as.many Judges as litigation and cir- 
cumstances require, but let us not make the sorry 
mistake of creating new ones for patronage purposes,

HE war-debt issue is a trap for the un- 

wary. Simple was the debt-creating proc- 

ess. All that America did was to open 
a credit account for Allies buying in the 
United States. Simple, too, is the domestic 
financing of rearmament. All that needs to 
be done is to tax or borrow from your own 
citizens, 

Paying a bill contracted abroad, however, 
is more complicated. First, the debtor gov- 
ernment has to raise the money from its 
citizens; but then, with the tax receipts, it 
has to buy dollars. And it all depends upon 
prior American foreign purchases- and lend- 
ing whether those dollars are available. 

It would make the complications worse to 
rehash the old war-debt arguments: whether 
the war debt is ethically different from 
commercial debts; whether some of the war 
debt was ethicall¢ liquidated by service ren- 
dered when military America was preparing 
to enter the lists; whether the war debt is 
bound up with reparations. 

A British signature in 1923 nullified at 
least the dialectical value of most of these 
arguments. That was when Mr. (now Lord) 
Baldwin headed a war-debt mission to Wash- 
ington. The object was to put the accumu- 
lated war-time promises to pay in some per- 
manent debt form equipped with an amor- 
tization table. The agreement, concluded 
after considerable haggling, provided for 
payments spread over a period of 62 years, 
and carried an interest rate of 3.3 per cent. 

„ — * 

It is one of the ironies of post-war his- 
tory that the agreement which was thought 
to be necessary to build up the currency edi- 
fice in Europe helped to pull it down again. 
British policy on both German reparations 
and inter-allied debts had been based upon 
the American treatment of the war debts. 

It was called the policy of the Balfour 
note of 1922. Britain was owed more than 
she owed, apart from reparations; but in 
the Balfour note, she declared her willing- 
ness to join in a general write-off, debts 
and reparations included. In no circum- 
stances, it was added, would more be asked 
of British debtors and Germany than was 
necessary to pay the United States. 

Thus the Balfour note implied: no re- 
ceipts, no payments. When the United 
States, therefore, insisted upon a settlement, 
Britain insisted’ upon settlements from her 
debtors, and moreover aided France in milk- 
ing Germany of reparations. No doubt, the 
burdensome shifting of debt and reparations 
payments over international borders promot- 
ed the exchange crisis in Europe that 
brought the Humpty-Dumpty .of currency 
stabilization tumbling off the wall. 

The Balfour note may be forgotten in the 
United States. But it still animates much 
of the war-debt discussion in London, In

British credit, even in America. Two years 
ago, I made a canvass of American invest- 
ment banking opinion on the price that 
Britain would have to pay for a commercial 
loan in lump-sum settlement for the war 
debt. Without hesitation the bankers agreed 
that such an offering could be marketed in 
the United States at 3 to 3% per cent. 

At the Treasury in London, I was shown 
the accounting, as of last June. It is still 
being carried in red ink in British Govern- 
ment ledgers, as follows: Reparations paid 
to Great Britain amount to $610,000,000, war- 
debt receipts to $350,000,000; total, $960,000,- 
000. Against this sum, the British have paid 
the United States on war-debt account no 
less than $2,025,000,000, or twice as much as 
they have received. Incidentally, this is 
about half of the amount originally bor- 
rowed, which was $4,074,000,000. N 

For five years, there have been no re- 
ceipts on reparation and debt account. For 
five years, consequently, there have been 
no war-debt payments to the United States 
beyond a “token” payment or two. 

* * — 


Sir Frederick Leith-Ross arrived in the 
fall of 1933. He proposed, according to 
gossip, a 10 per cent settlement of the pres- 
ent value of the debt. 

But I think the British would better the 
offer today as part of a general economic 
entente with the United States. At any rate, 
I gathered in London that they are anxious 
to settle. At least, they can no longer prof- 
fer the commercial arguments concerning 
the difficulty of obtaining dollar exchange. 

Secretary Hull is offering to reduce any 
transfer difficulty contained in the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff. He has even offered to con- 
sider deliveries in kind—that is, payments 
in the same form in which the debts were 
made. 

Americans, in case an offer comes from 
Britain, should again ask themselves some 
basic questions. 

The first concerns “capacity to pay,” one 
of the American formulas of settlement. 
Was it ever feasible to assess the ability 
of debtor nations to pay into the dim future 
60 years? And was it not absurdly discrim- 
inatory to charge Britain 3.3 per cent, while 
charging Italy 0.4 per cent? 

Was it just to try to collect any interest 
at all on a debt contracted in a common 
cause? 

There are precedents for the sacrifice of 
interest in the history of war loans. For 
instance, French help to America in the 


Revolutionary War. 


To Senator Hiram Johnson and other die- 
hards, the motto of “all or nothing” may in- 
volve a certain pride.

April 5, which would authorize an 
85-cerit maximum rate for the next 
four years. Blumeyer’s . proposal 
also provides for the levy. by the 
city, for this year only, of a special 
5-cent tax rate which would yield 
$500,000 toward the cost of public 


relief. 
In making this suggestion, Blu- 


meyer sought to arrange a com- 
promise 


with the municipal Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
which has announced it would not 
support an 85-cent school tax rate 
but would favor a 75-cent levy, 
allowing the city to impose for an 
unlimited time a new 10-cent tax 
to provide funds for relief, without 
increasing the aggregate tax rate. 

Whether the compromise, intend- 
ed to win support for the school 
tax proposition from Mayor Dick- 
mann’s Democratic nachine, would 
be acceptable to the Board of Es- 
timate has not been learned by the 
School Board. Blumeyer's com- 
mittee, of which Mark D. Eagleton 
and Thomas F. Quinn also are 
members, held a private discussion 
for an hour and a half yesterday 
with the Board of Estimate, com- 
prising the Mayor, Comptroller 
Nolte and Aldermanic President 
Mason. It was learned that there 
was resentment on both sides about 
statements being made for or 
against the school tax, and the 
conference was outspoken. 

As a result, school board mem- 
bers were called to a special in- 
formal meeting yesterday. No vote 
or canvass was taken, but several 
of the 10 members present indicat- 
ed varying degrees of opposition to 
the proposal. Others were inclined 
to adopt the compromise. 

The school board was informed 
by the special committee that the 
Board of Estimate would co-operate 
in an effort to have the Legislature 
amend the method of distributing 
the State school fund so ‘that St. 
Louis would receive an additional 
$800,000 a year. However, this ad- 
ditional income would not be avail- 
able before about November, 1939. 

Blumeyer suggested that the loss 
of $500,000 revenue in the next fis- 
cal year could be met by delaying 
construction of the new Stowe 
(Negro) Teachers’ College, which 
might be necessary anyway be- 
cause condemnation of a small 
part of the site is pending. Alter- 
natives would be reduction of the 
board’s surplus of working capital 
below the minimum the board has 
considered necessary, or curtail- 
ment of the next year’s budget. 
Heretofore the board has unani- 
mously opposed the city’s proposi- 
tion. 

Employes of the school board, 
with the board’s informal approval, 
have been soliciting voters’ pledges 
for the 85-cent proposition. Some 
voters, they have reported, have 
expressed approval in the belief 
that whatever cut might be made 
in the school tax rate would be 
absorbed by the city, while otners 
have objected that their taxes were 
too high. 

Carpenters’ Local Union No. 47 
today announced its approval of 
the 85-cent rate.

Circuit Court that Marion Bowles 


must pay a $3.48 State levy on her 
1934 salary as a joint employe of 
four units of the FC A. The suit 
was filed by William F. Baumann, 
St. Louis City Collector. The de- 
fendant argued in her appeal that 
she was an employe of a Federal 
instrumentality and thus immune to 
taxation under the United States 
Constitution. 

The opinion said: “It is admitted 
that the four units of the Farm 
Credit Administration are Federal 
instrumentalities, created for public 
purposes. Even so, the business of 
said units is of a private nature. 
Furthermore, the activities of the 
Farm Credit Administration are not 
traditional Federal governmental 
activities.”

Perhaps you don't know that 
‘the big worry has deen this: 
“What will Max Schmeling do 
with the title if and when he 
wins it from Joe Louis next 
June?” 

Mike Jacobs is supposed to have 
a string on Schmeling; but a 
member of his staff said this was 
not true—that there was noth- 
ing to prevent Max, in event of 
victory, going back to the fath- 
erland and burying himself with 
the championship. 

So, we put it up to one Jimmy 
Bronson. James is to 
talk on any fight subject. He 
was so well qualified that, back 
in 1926 and 1927, when Gene Tun- 
ney was battling the Mighty 
Mauler for the title, he picked 
Bronson to be his chief adviser. 

Bronson has promoted fights, 
managed and still manages fight- 
ers, and was in charge of A. E. F. 
boxing affairs abroad during the 
late World War. He campaigned 
Bob Martin, A. E. F. heavyweight 
champion,. after the war, until 
that fighter was put out of the 
running by an automobile acci- 
dent. 

His opinions on fights and 
fighters are sound, and he doesn’t 
go overboard on anything with- 
out cause,

Doesn’t Like Max’s Chance. 


“YOU'RE ASKING ME, so Tu 
tell you--I think Max has little 
chance to beat Louis, and so what 
he'll do with the title is out,” 
Jimmy told this writer. 

Max will be 33 when he fights 
Louis, and that won't do against 
Louis, who is 24. I saw Max 
fight Thomas here and didn’t like 
him, even though he stopped Har- 
ry. He was hit regularly by his 
opponent for five rounds. Then 
that fight in Germany against 
Ben Foord, My friend, who was 
at the ringside for this show, said 
Max was out to do his best.

Never Really Great. 


“YOU KNOW, Max at his best 
was not a great fighter,” Bron- 
son went on. He had courage 


and a fair right hand. He hasn't 


got the stuff the Negro fighter 
owns.” 

And that, of course, probably 
will represent the average fight 
experts’ view. Still, a tough jaw, 
a stout heart and a good right 
hand go a long way when it 
comes to  fighting—especially 
against an opponent who has a 
pointed chin and a tendency to 
forget what's going on when 
rapped on the button, like Louis. 
However, not all New York fis- 
tic authorities indorse Bronson’s 
viewpoint. Many believe that 
Schmeling has Louis’ angora; 
that Louis ig still easy to hit with 
a right hand, and that Joe will 
succumb to that same old punch. 

But even then Mike Jacobs will 
not reach for the crying towel. 

“Where can he fight and get 
as much money as in America?” 
is the logical reply to all sugges- 
tions that Max will take thé 
crown to Germany to defend it, 
with German judges, referees and 
public sentiment to assist in its 
retention. 

There is the chance that Max 
may take it home and then retire 


with the title undefended. But 
in that case, the crown would be 
declared vacant, and the promot- 
ers could start all over again 
with an elimination tournament. 

It was, in fact, in this way that 
Max first gained the crown. 
After Tunney retired in 1928, the 
New York commission began an 
elimination series, from which 
Jack Sharkey emerged victor. 


BRONSON, by the way, is still 
strong on his Puerto Rican 
fighter, Pedro Montanez, who- a 
couple of nights ago won from 
Norment Quarles in Philadelphia. 

Montanez, a sensation for more 
than a year here, suffered an al- 
most complete loss of prestige 
overnight, That occurred when 
Lightweight pion Lou Am- 
bers outpoin him in a dull title 
bout. Montanez, who is a bril- 
liant boxer ordinarily, fought a 
dull contest. 

“Over-trained for the fight,” is 
Bronson’s explanation. “Now he’s 
himself again. I expect to match 
him with Henry Armstrong. That 
probably will follow the cham- 
pionship battle between Ambers 
and „ which will be 
won by the Negro, in my opinion. 
California promoters have offered 
$100,000 for that fight. They have 
seen both men in action. 

“Montanez will defeat Arm- 
strong. The Negro is a great 
fighter, but he has yet to meet 
an opponent with Montanez’ stuff. 
Im not saying that just because 
I am helping to advise Montanez. 
He was and still is an outstand- 
ing fighter.” 

But, Jimmy, so is Armstrong! 
And he has proven it so many 
times against so many foes of 
various weights that until Henry 
is whipped we can’t see who is 


going to beat him.

Bronson’s Background. 
BRONSON, the late Ben Steinel 
of Milwaukee and Harry 
were the three outstanding ref- 
erees abroad during the ring 
campaign for A. E. F. battlers. 
Sharpe was an officer in the 
Red Cross and Bronson was in 
‘the T. M. C. A. Bronson com- 
mandeered Sharpe for refereeing 
purposes, and the three of them 
officiated in practically all the 
championships abroad. | 

“Sharpe was a splendid official 
and won the respect of both the 
military officers and the fighters 
by his handling of bouts,” com- 
mented Bronson. “I can’t under- 
stand how such a fine official 
and such a fine character can be 
inactive in St. Louix boxing af- 
fairs. They need a man like 
Sharpe anywhere. 

“I've always admired him from 
the time I saw him battle 77 
rounds to win on a knockout 
from Frank Crosby at Nameoki, 
III. That was in 1893, and I was 
in short pants—just a kid. A 
railroad conductor took me to the 
fight, and I have never seen any- 
thing to equal it since. And, of 
course, never will now.” 

He referred to the memorable 
battle which lasted more than 
five hours, through rain, sleet 
and snow, which Sharpe, then a 
young printer, paid dearly for by 
spending almost a year in the 
Edwardsville jail. Fighting then 
was against the law.

Lash and Ben Johnson face mere 
warmups: 

No. 1 opponent of the New York 
U. Negro, who won nine straight 
races, is Ray Malott „f Stanford, 
the National A. A. U. and N. C. A. 
A. 400-meter champion. He has not 
raced indoors this season but he is 
probably the best quarter-miler on 
the Pacific Coast. Wesley Wallace 
of Fordham is another threat. First 
man to beat Herbert this season, 
Wallace is believed by track ob- 
servers the coming runner of the 
East. 

Just behind these stalwarts come 
Charlie Beetham of the Curb Ex- 
change, late of Ohio State; Doug 
Raymond, the Boston University 
runner whose tremendous “kick” 
almost caught Herbert in the Buer- 
meyer 500 last week, and two fine 
college quarter-milers, Eddie Cook 
of Williams and Dick Gill of Bos- 
ton. 

Such a field may take the play 
away from the 1500 meters, the 
metric mile in which Cunningham 
will shoot for one of the few rec- 
ords he doesn’t hold at his favor- 
ite distances, Gene Venzke's 3:49.9 
indoor standard. It will be a sur- 
prise if he cracks the mark.

GIVES 6.2 CENTS ONS! 


Court Approves Payment of. 


$4,635,088 by Banks to 
Two Companies. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—Law suits 


through which creditors of two 
Samuel Insull investment trusts 
sought to recover collateral were 
wiped from court records after Fed- 
eral Judge James H. Wilkerson 
yesterday approved payment of $4,- 
635,088 by Chicago and New York 


banks to trustees, 

The money will be paid to the 
trustees of Insull Utility Invest- 
ments, Inc., once known as a $250,- 
000,000 investment trust, and the 
Corporation. Securities Co., known 
at one time as a $150,000,000. in- 
vestment trust. 

Creditors, in suits originally filed 
in October, 1932, sought to recover 
collateral held by banks for loans 
made to the two Insull companies. 
Five Chicago banks held approxi- 
mately $15,000,000 and six New York 
banks, $16,000,000. 

The settlement approved by the 
court climaxed a long legal fight 
between the banks and the cred- 
itors, who sought to recover the 


collateral on the ground that it had 
been pledged improperiy in viola- 


tion of agreements.. Under terms 
of the settlement the banks were 
permitted to retain the collateral 
pledged for loans. All banks and 
other claims, excepting noteholder 
and debenture holder claims against 
the two investment. trusts, were 
withdrawn. 

On the basis of the settlement it 
was estimated that debenture hold- 
ers of Insull utility will receive ap- 
proximately $62.40 on each $1000 
face value of the bonds and note- 
holders of corporation securities 
will receive an estimated $61.50 on 
$1000 face amount. 

Both investment trusts were 
placed in receivership on April 16, 
1932. 

Of the total payment 33,435,088 
will be paid to Insull utility invest- 
ments and $1,200,000 to Corporation 
Securities.

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TRANSFER ORDERED 


Supreme Court Directs State 
Superintendent Distribute 
$1,750,000 to Polièyholders. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, . 


The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc today directed the Cole Coun- 
ty Circuit Court to “immediately re- 
turn” to the State Insurance De- 
partment about $1,786,000 of im- 


pounded excess insurance premi- 
ums, which have been in custody 
of the lower court during most of 
the more than seven years of liti- 
gation over a 16 2-3 per cent in- 
erease in fire insurance rates in 
Missouri. 

The transfer was ordered through 
a modification of a recent opinion 
in which the Supreme Court held 
the Circuit Court had no jurisdic- 
tion of the rate case and that the 
excess premiums, representing the 
increase, had been unlawfully col- 
lected from the policyholders by 
the insurance companies. 

The Supreme Court, in the previ- 
ous opinion ruled that the impound- 
ed premiums should be returned to 
the. policyholders. The court today 
declared the Superintendent of In- 
surance was the lawful custodian 
of the funds, pending return to the 
policyholders, 

Companies Denied Rehearing. 

A motion by the insurance com- 
panies for a rehearing was. denied. 

Suits were filed by the insurance 
companies in State and Federal 
courts after the State Insurance 
Department denied the 162-3 per 
tent increase in May, 1930. The 
higher rates were collected until 
late in 1935, under injunctions ob- 
tained by the companies in 137 sep- 
arate suits in the. Federal District 
Court in Kansas City. 

Impounding of the excess pre- 
miums was ordered by both the 
Federal and State courts, pending a 
final decision, 

In the State Court case involving 
74 companies the impounded funds 
were placed in the custody of the 
Insurance Department from June, 
1930, until January, 1933, when Cir- 
cuit Judge Nike Sevier ordtred the 
fund transferred from the depart- 
ment to his court. 

Fund Invested by Department. 

While the fund was in the pos- 
session of the department it was 
invested in Government and State 
bonds. The earnings from the in- 
vestments were sufficient to pay 
the expenses of handling the im- 
pounding, and a surplus of several 
thousand dollars was turned over 
to the Circuit Court. After the 
transfer interest was collected on 
the fund for a short time, from the 
three banks in which it was de- 
posited, by order of the Circuit 
Court, but interest payment was dis- 
continued when banks generally 
stopped paying interest on demand 
deposits, under Federal Reserve 
regulations. 

During the slightly more than 
five years the impounded fund has 
been in direct custody of the Cir- 
cuit Court a total of $133,411 has 
been expended in handling the 
fund. 

In November, 1935, the compa- 
nies filed a new schedule of rates, 
in accordance with the compromise 
agreement, relinquishing about two- 
thirds of the 16 2-3 per cent rate in- 
crease, and announced some of the 
risks would be reclassified to pro- 
vide a further scaling down of the 


original increase.

Pineapple Fingers 

Ingredients: 

Two cups flour. 

Three and one-half 
baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

Six tablespoons butter. 

One egg yolk beaten. 

One-third cup milk. 

Crushed pineapple. 

Sift flour; measure, add baking 
powder, salt, sugar; sift again. Cut 
in shortening with fork or pastry 
blender. Add milk and egg yolk to 
form stiff dough. Roll out to about 
one-eighth inch thickness. Spread 
with softened butter, then with 
crushed pineapple, well drained. 
Start rolling from one side until 
roll is three-fourths inch in diam- 
eter (about three turns) and cut 
off. Then cut this roll into three- 
inch lengths. Repeat for remain- 
der of rolled-out dough. Bake on 
baking sheet. Brush with egg white 
diluted with water; sprinkle with 
sugar.

How to Cure the Dawdler 
During the Morning Rush 
Against Time.

Qs bathroom in a family of 
our young people—three broth- 
ers and one sister—can become 
a bene of contention second to none 
in its possibilities for dog fights 
There is some about the bath- 
room that seems to invite the loaf- 
ing soul, especially in the morning 
when everybody is supposed to be 
hurrying to get off on time. 

There is always one member of 
the family who overstays his time. 
There is a sound of singing, run- 
ning water, splashes, more sing- 
ing; then a faint humming, then 
long spells of silence. 

“Say, how long are you going 
to be there? You know it’s about 
time for me to get going and I 
haven't had a chance to wash my 
face.” Then come a series of in- 
dignant protests, loud knocks, 
calls for mother, who says, “Real- 
ly, it seems to me—Something will 


have to be done about this. I sim- 


ply cannot stand it morning after 
morning.” 


One of the best ways to cure the 
dawdler is to announce that to- 
morrow, having overstayed his 
time today, he is to use the bath- 
room last. Arrange a schedule giv- 
ing the order of the bath, the one 
lucky enough to head the list one 
week, going to the foot the next 
and working to the top. The 
dawdler goes to the foot the day 
after he overstays his time regard- 
less of his place on schedule and 
stays there for the’ rest of the 
week unless another of the same 
kind has to take the last place. 

Some agreement as to the 
length of time each young person 
may have the use of the bathroom 
ought to be made. Let them have 
a conference about this and decide 
on the order of precedence and 
the time allotment.

There is one strict rule about the 
use of the bath room that all well- 
bred young people should accept 
and follow, with meticulous care. 
All traces of personal use of the 
bathroom should be removed and 
the place left in spotless condition 
for the next comer. It is very 
selfish, very ill-mannered, to leave 
towels lying in the tub, washrags 
on the basin, soap suds where they 
happened to fall. It takes only a 
few decisive motions to leave 
things in good order and those mo- 
tions should, most decidedly, be 
made. 

Provisions for this cleaning up 
should be made. A floor cloth that 
can be used for washing out tub 
and basins should be on hand as 
well as a towel for drying them 
when necessary. A shining basin 
is inviting, and the last comer 
ought to have that pleasant invi- 
tation as well as the first comer. 
A few rules about such matters 
will make the morning exercises 
much easier and a great deal 
pleasanter for everybody. It is 
well to begin early in the training 
of the children so that when they 
arrive at the Young Person stage 
their good bath room manners will 
have been established.

"Pro Bono Publico Lives in Person of W. J. Collins, Stanch Defender of the People's Rights.

UMBLE citizens, downtrodden 
taxpayers, “little fellows,” for- 
gotten men and women, meet 
your champion, your self-appointed 
defender, “Pro Bono Publico,” in 
person, John Q. Public himself. 


You've seen the name, W. T. Col- 
lins, occasionally throughout the 
years in accounts of public hearings 
before the Board of Aldermen or 
public service commissions, Often 
his has been the only voice raised 
in your behalf against such over- 
whelming odds of powerful interests 
that, for all the native, racial ora- 
torical talents he brings to bear, 
the voice has been futile, treated 
impatiently by the bigwigs, some- 
times humorously, by reporters. 

But often the voice has been 

effective. There was that time 
when a railroad decided to abolish 
some grade crossings in Gasconade 
County, greatly to the inconven- 
lence of the farmers, obliging them 
to drive miles out of their way. 
Collins had been on his vacation at 
Shady Rest and heard the farmers’ 
grumblings. 
A hearing on the subject was to 
be held before the Public Service 
Commission in Jefferson City, The 
farmers couldn't get away, so Col- 
lins volunteered to represent them. 
When the meeting opened, railroad 
representatives were quick to ob- 
serve, “Where are the farmers? 
None here. , Obviously, they have 
no objection.” 

“Then,” said Collins, “I stepped 
forward with my petitions, laid 
them before Attorney Sam Hargus 
and Chairman Collet. They were 
convinced, granted the petition gave 
the railroad 10 days to get those 
crossings back. I’ve been going 
back to Shady Rest for six weeks 
every summer since,” he chuckled. 


And take the time the street car 
company was asking for a perpet- 
ual franchise and _ revaluation. 
“Gov. Caulfield came to St. Louis to 
hold the hearings,” Collins recalled. 
“Among all the big bankers, big 
stock holders and lawyers present, 
I was the only one representing the 
street car riders,” he declared. 
“About the only St. Louisan, for 
that matter. I rose up and pic- 


-tured with all the feeling I could 


put into it the discomforts of wait- 
ing long stretches on street cor- 
ners, then hanging on a strap all 
the way out to my home on Oak- 
land avenue, in unheated cars. ‘Not 
one of you men ever ride on a 
street car, I told them. I am here 
as one of your best customers.’ 

“I don’t know that my speech 
had any effect, but Caulfield, who 
was one of the fairest governors 
we ever had, anyway, vetoed the 
bill.” a

HERE was the matter of being 
T= the spot to oppose paving 

with expensive granite blocks 
where asphalt would do just as well, 
thereby saving his neighboring 
property owners several hundred 
dollars, and his alertness in fol- 
lowing up other paving projects. As 
a heckler he claims to have delayed 
one street-making job until finally 
it was done by the W P A. 

Just a humble citizen himself, an 
employe of the Railway Express 
Co., where he went to work at 
fourteen and where he will cele- 
brate his forty-eighth anniversary 
next August, officially at hearings 
William Thomas Collins is secre- 
tary of the Mill Creek Valley Prop- 
erty Owners’ Association. In that 
capacity he demands attention. His 
wife owns some property in the 
valley. 

“One of our members tipped me 
off to some mysterious surveying 
he had observed going on,” Collins 
related. “Connecting this clue with

phone pole announcing a hearing 
on paving the street, I rounded up 
enough property owners to success- 
fully oppose it. Sure enough, it 
wasn't long before excavation for a 
big building began. The builders 
had intended to postpone purchase 
of the property until we little fel- 
lows had paved the street or 
them.” 

For this and many other times 
he has gone to the front for fellow 
property owners, Collins sometimes 
is known as Mayor of Mill Creek 
Valley. 

Just the other day he made one 
of his speeches in a stormy session 
before the Public Safety Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen, op- 
posing a bill to regulate installa- 
tions and removal of plumbing fix- 
tures according to some new build- 
ing code. “It would work a hard- 
ship on many property owners 
now carrying tenants unable to pay 
rent,” he contended, 

In the tempestuous sessions on 
the widening of Market, Olive and 
Twelfth streets, Collins was always 
much in evidence. 

“By rights, all those widenings 
should have been financed by bond 
issues,” he ruminates over these 
lost causes, “instead of taxing prop- 
erty to the point of confiscation. 
For the widening of Market street 
my wife’s property on Eugenia 
street was taxed $1230, without im- 


- proving the value of the property.

which Collins has raised his voice, 
waxed oratorical and done a good 
deal of arm waving in aldermanic 
chambers, have been regulation of 
the. liquor traffic, the riverfront 
improvement, smoke abatement, 
daylight saving, parking regula- 
tions, one-way streets, and various 
bond issues. Not always is he the 
champion of taxpayers, not when 
their interests seem selfish. A South 
Side property owners’ association 
asked him to represent them in op- 
posing the bond issue to create 
work for the unemployed, and he 
refused. 

“I told them if they didn’t favor 
such measures, soon they wouldn’t 
have any property to pay taxes 
on,” he explained. 

It all began, this public zeal and 
championship of the inarticulate 
“little fellow,” back when as a lad 
he was an usher at St. John’s 
Church under the pastorate of Fa- 
ther James Thomas Coffey, he re- 
lated. 

“Father Coffey was my inspira- 
tion,” he said. “His great and suc- 
cessful anti-wineroom crusade 
showed me what one voice crying 
in the wilderness of injustice and 
political corruption could do. 

“My first venture at meddling 
in public affairs, I believe started. 
the downfall of the Butler machine. 
At least we made the first dent in 
it. Justices of the Peace in those 
days were used as collection agents, 
to serve bluff notices in the form
